The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
do not teach all of the limitations of the claimed invention including: "at least one 
substrate support that is configured to support a second substrate, wherein 
the at least one substrate support is positioned on only one longitudinal side of the 
transport device that Is opposite from the longitudinal side at which the component 
feeder is located, and the at least one substrate support has a longitudinal direction that 
extends perpendicular to the transport direction, wherein the at least one component 
pick-and-place unit is further configured to: (c) pick-up a component from the at least 
one component feeder; and (d) move the component over the elongated transport 
device to place the component on the second substrate supported by the substrate 
support" (see claims 8 and 20).
